SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION 


As far as practicable, the Memorial 


D»y exercises were carried out in Bed- 
ford yesterday as outlined by Capt. 
John B Helm, commander Maj. Wil- 
liam Watson Post No. 333, G. A. R , in 
an order published in last week's 
GAZETTE. 
The tddress by County 


Superintendent J. Anson Wright was 
a rare treat. The professor is one of 
the most popular, eloquent and force- 
ful speakers of the county. 
A brief 


summary of his 
speech, including 


some of the main points and state- 
ments, follows: 


Freedom, whether social, politica1, 


or religious, has ever been costly. 
Sacrifices, blood and treasure have 
bren the price of liberty in every age. 
Tbe sacrifices that have been endured 
for religious freedom have been severe, 
f oro the day upon which Stephen was 
stoned even unto this day, when, in 
China, the most ancient empire on the 
globe, Christian husbands, wives and 
children are murdered by the fanatic- 
al Boxer for daring to forsake Pagan 
idols for the true and living God. 
Civil liberty has been scarcely less 
costly. The history ol nations 13 for 
the most part but a recital of conflict 
after conflict between tyranny on the 
one hand and popular liberty upon the 
other. As governments in past centu- 
ries became corrupt, they were over- 
thrown. 
Rome, through dissipation 


and extravagance, fell before the hardy 
barbarians of the north. 
As govern- 


ments became insolent and forgetful 
of the people's welfare, they were 
destroyed. 
The French revolution 


was an uprising of suffering humanity 
against the arrogance of royalty. 


It has not been long since our own 


country was freed from tyranny. The 
patriots who gained their own inde- 
pendence were embarrassed, however, 
by the presence within their own bor" 
ders of an incongruous institution 
which could not then be gotten rid of; 
namely, human slavery. This institu- 
tion had grown and developed until 
its defenders declared it to be a social 
necessity. 
It was a social crime, 


nevertheless, and by the supreme law 
of eternal retribution 
the day was 


sure to come whsn the prayers of the 
bondsmen were to be heard and the 
nation that bound them was to be 
chastised. Clay's ingenuity saved the 
nation from war on more than one oc- 
casion, though the ever-active spirit of 
secession was harder to satisfy with 
every new agitation of the slavery 
question. 
The fugitive slave law, 


the Dred Scott decision and John 
Brown's raid in turn further aggra- 
vated the controversy. Lincoln's warn- 
ing words against the folly of trying 
to exist as a nation part slave and part 
free came at a time when all men 
believed them to be true. The ques- 
tion turned on Lincoln's election 
Then the south seceded. The same 
banner that had been cheered by 
Washington's men, and carried aloft 
on Parry's ships, and bcrne with 
triumphant shout into Mex'co's capi- 
tal, was now being fired upon at Ft. 
Sampler. Then throughout the north 
there arose the battle cry of Freedom 
and marching hosts came trooping to 
Lincoln's call. The war was the most 
gigantic aud bloody of modern times 
But at last Freedom won. Four mil- 
lion slaves were set free, the curse of 
slavery was s amped out, the weakness 
of the State Right's clamor was ex 
posed, the delusion that "Cotton is 
King" was dispelled. The lesson was 
a great and costly one. It should be 
remembered as long as the nation en- 
dures 
Whensoever in future years 


the cry of sectionalism is raised let it 
quickly be suppressed. Let those who 
would array class against class re- 
member the civil war and all its woe 
Let those who would seek to wring their 
bread from the sweat of other men's 
faces read again the tale of the civil 
war and all its woe. 


And again, the nation cannot pros- 


per so long as a considerable propor- 
tion of the masses are ignorant. The 
vote of one man counts as much as the 
vote of another. All should be con- 
sc'entious, intelligent, upright. We 
should never forget 
to teach the 


rising generation to love the flag, to 
love it for its own sake, but especially 
for what it typifies. It requires as 
much patriotism sometimes to live a 
noble private life as to march to the 
cannon's mouth. 


We have not mat to-day to celebrate 


some great victory or to welcome the 
return of some conquering hero. Euro 
pean nations may shout on the occa- 
sion of aking's coronation, but our com- 
memoration is a plainer one. We have 
met to strew flowers upon the graves 
of the nation's dead defenders. We 
honor their memory. Though they 
never sat upon a throne, though they 
never wore a jewelled crown, yet they 
were kings and heroes. They loved 
liberty, they died in freedom's cause. 
More worthy act no man can do, and 
though they may sleep in unmarked 
graves, or in some Arlington, or in our 
village churchyard, their memory shall 
never fide—never so long as gratitude 
remains a virtue, never so long as 
flowers grow and children sing. 


But war is at best a heartless mon- 


ster, as many a bereft home, as miny 
a crippled veteran, can testify. It may 
not be an unmitigated evil, bat it is an 
evil. It may be a necessary resort, 
but it should be a last resort 
There 


is a better institution for the settle- 
ment of national and international 
difficulties 
Itis the Cou-t of Arbitra- 


tion. Civilized nations are reaching 
up to it. May the day more speedily 
come when man 
everywhere shall 


choose to be his brother's keeper, not 
his oppressor, not his foe.

The first session was on Monday 


afternoon. 
The pastor, R2V. B F 


Bausman, eonducted-the opening^devo- 
tional services and acted as chairman 
of the meeting. The first topic, "The 
Twentieth Century Movement in Rela- 
tion to the Sunday School," was dis- 
cussed by Rev. I. W. Hendricks, of 
Bedford. 
He explained this move- 


ment and said, as it is related to the 
Sunday school, it means that the 
mem- 


bership of our Sunday schools is to be 
increased from 300,000 to 300,000 dur- 
ing the first year of the twentieth 
century. 


Rev. B. F. Bausman gave the conclud- 


ing thought upon every topic on the 
programme. 
The second topic was 


"The Relation of the Sunday School to 
Missions" and was assigned to Rev. S. 
U. Waugaman, but on account of the 
inclement weather, he failed to be 
present and Rev D. G. Hetrick gave a 
short address on the topic. The third 
topic was "The Object of the Sunday 
School and its Relation to the Church," 
and was opened by Robert C. Smith. 
He said the object of the Sunday school 
is to get batter acquainted with the 
Word of God. The teaching must start 
in the home, then in the Sunday school, 
catechetical class and church. If we 
have only one of these four links 
it will be of little account, but if we 
weld them together they become pow- 
erful and useful to one another. It 
was further discussed by Rev. D. G 
Eetrick. The afternoon session was 
closed with the Lord's Prayer, doxolo- 
gy and benediction. 


EVENING SESSION. 


The first topic for the evening was 


"The Sunday School Graduate; the 
Evil, Cause and Remedy in His Case," 
and was opened by Prof. G. S. Miller. 
He said it is easy to point out the evil 
and the cause, but to suggest the 
remedy is not so easy. The remedy 
must be found before the person leaves 
the Sunday school. It may be found 
in a good teacher and especially in a 
superintendent who is shrewd and 
acquainted with the people of the 
community in which the Sunday school 
is located. 
Give the scholars some- 


thing to do to keep them interested 
He was followed by Revs. Hendricks 
and Bausman. "The Relation of tbe 
Church Member to the Sunday School'" 
jvas discussed by R C Smith, Revs 
Hetrick, Hendricks and Bausman 
"What Are the Elements of Successful 
Sunday School Work?" was the last 
topic of the evening and was ably 
treated by Rev. I. W. Hendricks. The 
elements necessary 
for 
successful 


Sunday school work are found in a 
well regulated Sunday school. 
The 


first is a shorter period for your Sun- 
day school session; better begin at fl:15 
with all present than at 9 with only 
a, part of the school present. 
Have a 


set time and then begin at that time. 
Tne second element of success is 
regularity. Be regular as well as 
punctual. Insist on regularity because 
of the good that cotnes to you and me 
and bacause of the good example to all 
The next element of success is a good 
superintendent, who must be a man of 
good common sense and one who knows 
the standing of the community, soithat 
he can wisely select the teachers so as 
not to offend any one. 
Next there 


must be good order. If there is a bad 
boy in a class he must not be allowed 
to disturb the rest of the class and the 
whole school. 
Then there must be 


reverence from tbe beginning to the 
end of the Sunday school service. Rev. 
Bausman made the concluding re- 
marks on this topic. 


TUFSDAY .MORNING'S SESSION. 


The first topic for discussion was 


"The Pastors, Elders and -Deacons, 
What Are Their Duties Toward the 
Sunday School?" Charles Miller, the 
superintendent of the Sunday school 
-vhere the convention m.3t, was the 
first speaker on this topic. 
He held 


that it wa-s their duty to attend tbe 
Sunday school regularly, that they be 
a lookout committee to see if there are 
any in the community who do not at- 
tend any Sunday school and then trj 
to get them into the Sunday school 
They should find out those in the con- 
gregation who would make the best 
teachers and thus be of great help to 
the Sunday school. The discussion was 
continued by Rev. flendricks, who 
dwelt upon the vital relation of the 
Sunday school to the church and the 
duty of pastor, elders and deacons to 
be present, at the Sunday school. 
The 


Sunday school ougnt to be under the 
direction of the consistory. The second 
topic for the morning was "IIow Can 
We Best Secure Regular Attendance0" 
and Rev. B. F. Biusman discussed 
this 
subject 
carefully. 
He said. 


Make the Sunday school cheerful and 
select such music that all can under- 
stand and take part in and the chil- 
dren will take a delight in attending 
the Sunday school. 
Parents should 


strive to be enthusiastic in the Sunday 
school work and their children would 
catch this spirit and also become en- 
thusiastic. If you would have regular 
attendance on the part of the scholar 
you must have regular attendance on 
the part of tbe teacher. The last top- 
ic of the morning session was "How 
Can We Bast Inculcate tho Spirit of 
Benevolence in the Sunday School 
Scholars ?" It was discussed by Rev. 
D. G. Hetrick, Rsv. I. W. Hendricks, 
Rev S U. Waugaman and Rev. B. F 
Bausman. We cannot be interested in 
the cause of the church as we should 
unless we know what the church is 
doing, and here comes in the great 
need of tbe church paper. For exam- 
ple, the orphans' homes; every week 
the superintendents give a letter in the 
church paper and we know the needs 
and what is going on there every week

Good School! Depend Upon Well Qualified 


Instructors—A Schedule of Examina- 


tions. 


It is gratifying to report that teach- 


ers' wages are slightly higher in the 
county this year than they were last. 
In the case of male teachers the gen- 
eral average has advanced from $32.57 
to 833 00, and in the case of female 
teachers, from S27 09 to S37.G9. 
The 


gain is small but it is still a gain, and 
the forward 
movement should en- 


courage every district to do even better 
next year. The problem of the schools 
is largely a question of qualified teach- 
ers A fair salary will procure ca- 
pable and worthy teachers. Meager 
wages will cause them 
to 
seek 


other employment, and 
our 
chil- 


dren will be the losers. 
A cheap 


teacher is a costly teacher. The effect 
of his inferior work is to limit the 
future earning capacity, and useful- 
ness, and power, of the child, It is 
pleasant to note in this connection 
that we had in the county this year 
seventy-two teachers who held either 
a state permanent certificate or a state 
normal diploma. Last year that num- 
ber was but sixty. 
Here again we 


made progress, though slight. There 
are twelve local normal schools in the 
county this year, and all report a good 
attendance, 
This means that many 


of the teachers are striving to increase 
their efficiency. It is only just that 
they be paid more money as they ad- 
vance in proficiency. Many districts 
had trouble last winter in filling a 
vacancy when one occurred. 
Why ? 


Because the teachers who failed to get 
a school last fall found remunerative 
employment in the unusually busy in- 
dustries of the day, and many others 
who really preferred teaching did not 
even apply for a school because they 
were better paid at other work. It is 
a fact that we are in danger of losing 
some of our best teachers. Nothing 
could be worse for the schools. Let us 
have the best teachers 
obtainable. 


Inough it may cost money, let us be 
content to know that more and better 
;han our purses lose thereby our chil- 
dren will gain.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 


The Constitution Follows the Flag—The 


Philippines anil Porto Rico. 


The United States supreme court on 


Monday banded down its opinions in 
the Porto Kiean cases dealing- with the 
right of the government to impose tariff 
duties. 
According to the New York 


World, tie decisions mean that 


The Constitution follows the ing. 
Porto Eico and the Philippines are 


domestic territory of the United States. 
They belong to, but are not a part of 
the United States for tariff purposes. 


Congress has the right to fix the 


political status of the people of those 
islands and to impose such tariffs and 
pass such laws as it sees fit. 


The Foraker law, imposing a tariff 


of 15 per cent, of the Dingley tariff on 
importations from Porto Sico, is legal. 


Tariff collected on Porto Eican goods 


after the ratification of the peace 
treaty and before the passage of the 
Foraker law were illegal. 


The Philippines and Porto Kieo do 


not come within the meaning of the 
section of the Constitution which re- 
quires "all duties, imposts and excises 
to be uniform throughout the United 
States " 


Congress, at its pleasure, may either 


govern Porto Eico as at present, or 
admit them either as states or terri- 
tories. 


The Constitution of the United States 


protects the 
Filipinos 
and Porto 


Kicans in their fundamental rights, 
but they cannot yet enjoy the priv- 
ileges of full citizenship. 


Congress may sell them or give them 


independence. 


A writ of habeas corpus can bring 


any constitutional question in these 
islands to the supreme court.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—There is a 


Republican revolt against the Panama- 
tainted Hanna programme for the ad- 
ministration on the Isthmian canal 
question, that, with the assistance of 
Democrats, led by Senator Morgan, 
will knock out the Panama lobby, if 
it has the strength Republicans of 
prominence say it has. 
According to 


the talk in eminent Republican circles 
in Washington the revolt has been 
thoroughly planned and it includes 
the making of Senator Lodge, a stanch 
advocate of the Nicaragua route for 
the canal, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations, a position 
upon- which' precedent gives Senators 
Frye and Cullom prior claims. It will 
be easy enough to dispose of Frye's 
claim, as he is president pro-tern of the 
senate and is, besides, anxious to give 
much of his time during the next ses- 
sion to pushing a new ship-subsidy 
bill; but Cullom will not be so easy to 
push aside, as he would like to have 
the honor of being at the head of the 
committee on foreign relations. How- 
ever, the Republican steering com- 
mittee, if controlled as claimed by the 
revolters, can probably 
"persuade" 


him that he would better hold on to 
tbe chairmanship of the interstate com- 
merce committee and voluntarily relin- 
quish bis claim. With Lodge at the 
head of the foreign relations commit 
tee, a resolution declaring the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty abrogated is to be 
reported and at once brought to a vote 
in the senate. With the adoption of 
that resolution, the Panama scheme 
would receive its death blow. The 
most interesting thing about this re- 
volt is the claim of its promoters that 
Mr. McKinley is in secret sympathy 
with its object and wishes to see con- 
gress take the action that will, in ad- 
dition to killing the Panama j )b, force 
the hand of Great Britain and show to 
the world that the Isthmian canal is 
going to be a strictly American insti- 
tution from start to finish. 


If the members of the naval board of 


awards wish to increase the number of 
those who believe official history to 
consist largely of plain everyday ly- 
ing, done to boost the record of the 
whilom favorites of the powers that 
be, they are on the right track; but if 
Mr. McKinley and 
Secretary Long 


wish to do so, either can head off the 
perpetuation of a historic lie by this 
board. 
No official announcement of 


that fact has yet been made, but 
among naval officers it is understood 
that the board has decided that the 
head of Rear Admiral Sampson shall 
appear upon one side of the official 
medal to be presented to the officers 
and sailors who participated in the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet, off 
Santiago, Cuba, thus sending him 
down to posterity as a participant in 
that battle, when he had no more,per- 
sonally, to do with it than Mr. McKin- 
ley had, until after the battle had been 
fought and won. It would only be 
common decency to call this board 
down and if neither Secretary Long 
nor Mr. McKinley will do it, congress 
may conclude to take a hand in the 
game.

As the outcome of a spirited debate

they are to go before the people of the 
state in a joint canvass, and that the 
sentiment of the people is to be ex- 
pressed in the vote in a Democratic 
primary to be held in November. Till- 
man last summer was re-elected to the 
United States senate for six years and 
McLaurin has yet two years to serve. 
McLanrin, although elected as a Dem- 
ocrat, has become practically a Repub- 
lican, and his change of sentiment is 
responsible for the debate and its sen- 
sational ending. Tillman is the Dem- 
ocratic leader in South Carolina,

City Times Senator 
John T. Morgan, of 
Alabama, expressed

tional elections, "said Senator Morgan,

power of taxation, because

It was early in the evening of Mon- 


day when the five great boroughs that

The arrival of the soldiers gave peace- 


able citizens assurance of safety for 
their property and their lives—and 
forty-eight hours after their arrival the 
strike was ended.

Cuba'! Foreign Trade. 


A comparative statement made pub- 


lic by the division of insular affair?, 
war department, shows that the total 
value of merchandise imported into 
Cuba during the first ten months of 
1900 
was $55,149,109 and for the same 


period of 1899, 354,335,732, an increase 
of $833,377. 
The exports of merchan- 


dise also showed an increase. The fig- 
ures for the period stated of 1899 were 
540,893,638, while for 1900 thsy were *41,- 
439,955, or an increase of J548.317. 
Cuba's trade with the United States 
shows a decrease of 8487,456 in imports, 
and 56,438,007 in exports. The marked 
decrease in the value of exports to the 
United States and an apparently large 
increase in the exportations to Euro- 
pean countries is explained by the war 
department, in part, by the fact that 
in the early period of 1899 many ship- 
ments of tobacco for Europe were con- 
signed to New York for re-exporta- 
tion, their final destination not being 
reported. 
Hence the United States in 


that year received credit for a greater 
amount of this commerce than 'it was 
entitled to under the present arrange- 
ments for crediting export trade to the 
country of its final destination.

There are two or three Instances of 


pnblic houses which have been con- 
verted Into churches, and there are 
also two or three theaters which are 
tow places of worship. The Fen dis- 
trict possesses a canalboat church. 
There are a large number of peopls 
who live some distance away from any 
church, and the canalboat church trav- 
els from place to place for the benefit 
of such folk. 
The boat will seat a 


congregation of about 100. 


The old chapel of ease at Tunbridge

in two counties and three parishes. 
When the clergyman leaves the vestry, 
he comes out of the parish of Frant of 
Susses. 
If he is going to officiate at

ENGLAND'S FIRST SHIP. 


Great Tlurry "Was the Country'* Pre- 


mier Fljrhtlngr machine. 


Of the first ship, properly speaking, 


of the British navy, known as'the 
Great Harry, the 
following particu- 


lars are given In an old number of the 
Mechanic's Magazine, dated Oct. 25, 
1823: 


The Great Harry was built by King 


Henry VII at a cost of £14,000, and 
was burned at Woolwich, through acci- 
dent, in 1553. 


Though 
King Henry, as well as 


other princes, hired many ships, ex- 
clusive of those which the different 
seaports were obliged to furnish, he 
seems thus to have been the first king 
who thought of avoiding this incon- 
venience by raising such a force as 
might be at all times sufficient for the 
service of the state. Historians tell us 
that he caused his navy, whlcb had 
been neglected in the preceding reign, 
to be put in a condition to protect the 
British coasts against all foreign inva- 
sions, and that in the midst of pro- 
found peace he always kept up a fleet 
ready to act. 


In August, 1512, the Regent, a ship 


of 1,000 tons, which was at tliat'time 
the largest vessel in the British navy, 
was burned, and to replace It the 
Great Harry, or, as it was also known, 
the Henry Grace de Dieu, was built in 
1515. 


The vessel, of about 1,000 tons bur- 


den, was manned by 3-19 soldiers, 301 
marines and 50 gunners. She bad fouv 
masts aud portholes on both decks aud 
In other parts. 


Before the time of her construction 


the cannon were placed above deck 
and on the prow and poop. One De- 
charges, a French builder at Brest, is 
said to have invented portholes. 


In a list of the British navy, as it 


stood on .Ian. 5, 15-18, the Great Harry 
is said to have carried 19 brass and 103 
iron pieces of ordnance. 


The name of the ship is supposed to 


have been changed in the reign of Ed- 
ward VI to Edward, which, on Aug. 
20, 1532. was reported to be still "in 
good case to serve," aud was ordered 
"to be grounded and calked once a 
year to keep it tight"—Cassier's Maga- 
zine.

LINCOLN ADOPTED IT. 


Historical DivlKlon.H of Time. 


For convenience time is, by his- 


torians, usually divided into three 
great eras—ancient, medireval (or mitl- 
dlel and modern. The ancient period 
Is considered to extend from the earli- 
est times down to the fall of the Ro- 
man empire in the west in A. D. 47G; 
the mediaeval from that date to the 
discovery of America by Columbus in 
1-192 aud the modern from that time to 
the present. Some historians prefer to 
put f'.e end of the mediaival period at 
the capture of Constantinople by the 
Turks, about 40 years earlier than the 
Columbus event. The dark ages are 
often held to be coeval with the me- 
diaeval era. but some authorities think 
that tbe term should be applied only 
to the part of tie era extending from 
tbe downfall of the empire of Charle- 
magne, in the ninth century, onward. 


Whr HBuhnnan \i.'ver Mnrrlert. 
"Mr. Buchanan, who was the first 


bachelor elected to the presidency, was 
G5 years of age when elected and had 
deliberately given himself to a life of 
celibacy," writes William Perrine in 
The Ladies' Home Journal. 


"In the days when he was a young 


lawyer of Lancaster, Pa., he had loved 
Miss Coleman, a beautiful daughter of 
a citizen of that town. They had been 
engaged to be married, when one day 
he was surprised to receive from her a 
request to release her from the prom- 
ise. 
According to Mr. George Tick- 


nor Curtis, the separation originated in 
a misunderstanding on the part of the 
lady, who was unusually sensitive, 
over some bmall matter exaggerated by 
giddy and indiscreet tongues. 
Soon 


after the estrangement she was sent 
to Philadelphia and there died sud- 
denly. 


"Throughout the rest of his life, or for 


nearly half a century, Mr. Buchanan 
is not known to have revealed to any- 
body the circumstances of this ro- 
mantic tragedy. He would only say 
that it had changed his hopes and 
plans and had led him more deeply 
than ever into politics as a distraction 
from his grief. In his old age, long 
after he had retired permanently to 
private life, he called attention to a 
package containing, he said, the pa- 
pers and relics which would explain 
the causes of his youthful sorrow and 
which lie preserved evidently with the 
idea of revealing them before bis 
death. Cut when he died and his will 
was read it was found that he had di- 
rected that the package should be 
burned without being opened, and his 
injunction was obeyed." 


An Absnrd Superstition.

produced by a little insect known as a 
"death watch" portends the death of 
some relative or friend. 
That the 


noise made by this little creature re- 
•ernbles the ticking of a watch is un- 
disputed, but that it in anywise fore- 
tells the dissolution of a human being 
Is absurd. Observation has establish- 
ed the fact tbat these little insects in- 
fest decaying timber and posts, and 
that the peculiar noise is caused by 
them in gnawing aud boring through 
the rotten wood fibers in quest of food.

The Irish point, so called, is the an- 


cient cut work, being made in quite the 
same way. 


Net was first made by machinery in 


17GS. The machine was an adaptation 
of the stocking loom to lacemaking 
and was cumbrous aud not very effect- 
ive. In 1SOD John Ileathcote, a farm- 
er's son, evolved from consciousness 
and experience the first machine to 
make true bobbinet with perfect six 
sided boles. It brought a great hue and 
cry about his ears from laceworkers. 
who fancied they saw themselves thus 
reduced to beggary. 


The Luddites broke into the factory 


where the machines were first set up 
and made scrap iroti and kindling wood 
of them. The only result was to drive | 
the new manufacture to other and 
safer quarters. For long the secret of 
the machine's construction was most 
jealously guarded by English manufac- 
turers. Not satisfied with letters pat- 
ent they kept up a coast patrol to make 
sure that nobody took model or draw- 
ings to France. 


At last, though, they were outwitted.

BILLIARD CUES. 


How They Are MaOe—America Fnr- 


nlHhcH the Dent. 


"Most billiard cues." said a New York 


manufacturer the other day. "are made 
in two pieces—the cue proper and the 
handle. The cue is made generally of 
maple, and tbe butt, which is wedge 
shaped, is inserted into a handle of 
rosewood, snakewood, ebony, mahog- 
any, walnut or some other fancy dark 
wood, which is cut to dovetail with the 
long part. 


"The maple wood used In making the 


bandies Is sawed into suitable lengths 
and seasoned. Tbe logs are then split 
into pieces from which tbe handles are 
made. These pieces are called bolts. 
The bolts are sawed approximately to 
the shape of the handle to be finally 
made, aud in this shape they are han- 
dle blocks. The handle block is turned 
to the shape of the handle in a lathe, 
and when the butt has been fitted it Is 
finished and polished. 


"The finest aud best cues are fitted 


to the handle or butt by means of n 
double wedge. At the top of tbe cue is 
a ferrule of ivory, of horn or bone, In 
which the leather tip is fitted. While 
tbe Ivory ferrule is tbe most expensive, 
of course it is less durable than the 
horn or bone ferrules, which are less 
liable to crack. The extra workman- 
ship on cues is put In on the butts, 
some of which are elaborately inlaid 
and carved in beautiful patterns 


"There are a number of billiard play- 


ers who will not permit another person 
to use their cues, and for the use of 
these particular players cues are turn- 
ed out from which the tips may be un- 
screwed, leaving the cue with unfinish- 
ed points and useless. 


"American billiard cues are the light- 


est, strongest and neatest made any- 
where in the world. They are made 
in all weights and lengths and rank in 
price from 30 cents to $25 and more 
each, according to the quality and fin- 
ish of the article.—Washington Star.

Suic-w Theodore Parker well 
and had much correspondence with 
him, aud after the Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bate he came on to Boston and saw 
Parker and other autislavery men with 
an eye to Lincoln's political prospects. 
Going back to Springfield, he took with 
him some of Parker's newer sermons 
and addresses. 
"One of them," he 


sa.vs in Ills "Abraham Lincoln," "was a 
lecture on 'The Effect of Slavery on 
the American People,' which was de- 
livered in the Music hall; Boston, and 
which 1 gave to Lincoln, who read and 
returned it. 
He liked especially the 


following expression, which he marked 
with a pencil and which he In sub- 
stance afterward used in his Gettys- 
burg address: 'Democracy is direct self 
government, over all the people, by all 
the people, for all the people.' " The 
address referred to (Parker's last great 
autislavery address) was del'uered July 
4,1S3S. 


Here, I submit, was the probable ori- 


gin of Lincoln's phrase. In one variant 
or another it was a great favorite with 
Parker, often taking the exact form 
that Lincoln gave it, with his sure in- 
tuition of the best where there was any 
choice of words. In a speech delivered 
by Parker in 1S50 we lind it imbedded 
in a passage which might have been 
the inspiration of Seward's famous 
"irrepressible 
conflict" or 
Lincoln's 


"house divided against itself." a view 
ro which Parker continually recurred. 
In two other speeches it stands "gov- 
ernment of all the people, by all the 
people, for all the people." Its earliest 
appearance that I have discovered In 
his writings is in a letter to Rev. Sam- 
uel J. Slay in 1S4S, where it Is simply 
"government of all, by all, for all."— 
Review of Reviews. 


Tlie Tortnre cif n Flaat Slilrt. 


The most trying ordeal that Booker 


T. Washington was forced to endure as 
a slave boy was the wearing of a flax 
shirt. In his autobiography, "Up From 
Slavery," he says: 


"In the portion of Virginia where I 


lived it was common to use flax as part 
of the clothing for slaves. That part 
of the flax from which our clothing 
was made was largely the refuse, 
whicli of course was the cheapest and 
roughest port I can scarcely imagine 
any torture except perhaps the pulling 
of a tooth that is equal to that caused 
by pulling on a new flax shirt for the 
first time. It Is almost equal to the 
feeling that one would experience if he 
had a dozen or more chestnut burs or a 
hundred small pin points in contact 
with the flesh. Even to this day I can 
recall accurately the tortures that I un- 
derwent when pulling on one of these 
garments. The fact that my flesh was 
soft and tender adelqd to the pain. Bnt 
I had no choice. I had to wear the flax 
shirt or none, and had it been left to 
me to choose I should have chosen to 
wear no covering. 


"In connection with the flax, shirt my 


brother John, who is several years old- 
er than I am. performed one of the 
most generous acts that I ever heard of 
one slave relative doing for another. 
On several occasions when I was being 
forced to wear a new flax shirt he gen- 
erously agreed to put it on in my stead 
and wear it for several days till it was 
'broken in.' L'ntil I had grown to be 
>qiiite a youth this single garment was 
all that I wore."

Add to this num- 
ber 10.000 years for the protohistoric 
and neolithic periods and fi.OOO years 
more for the historic period, and we 
have 23S.OOO years, which is, according 
to the authors, a moderate estimate of 
man's antkjuity.

M. Severlaro de Heredia, the mini*, 


ter of pnblic works in the Heavier cabl- 
net during the presidency of M. Gravy, 
belonged to the famous naturalized Cu- 
ban family, of which another member, 
the Comte de Heredia, IB one of the im- 
mortal 40 of the French academy. Most 
of. the family have dark spin*, suspi- 
ciously mulatto, and other negro char- 
acteristics. This has, however, in no- 
wise Interfered with their standing in 
Paris, where several of the family have 
long been prominent The former min- 
ister had also been president of the 
municipal council of Paris and a depu- 
ty from a Paris arrondissement.

been appointed a member of the Rou- 
vier cabinet. According to immemorial 
custom the new ministers called singly 
on President Grevy to pay their re- 
spects.

When M. de Heredia 


arrived in the court of the palace, the 
minor officials stationed there, who 
were not familiar w4tk the new minis- 
ter's features, Judged from his com- 
plexion that he was the Haitian digni- 
tary. The courtyard became very ani- 
mated with guards hurrying to and fro 
to their places, while one of the officers 
of the president's military household 
went to inform M. Grevy of the dis- 
tinguished visitor's arrival. 


M. de Hernlla received all this with 


dignified composure, for, never having 
been a minister before this, he thought 
this ceremonial was probably the usual 
one. 
Finally, with the'"boating of 


drums, he was ushered into the recep- 
tion room, where the chief executive 
stood ready to receive him. "What," 
cried he, "it's only you, Heredia!" 
"Why, yes, M. le President," replied 
the pvmled minister. Grevy began to 
laugh. 
"Well," he cried, "you have 


been minister only 24 hours and have 
succeeded in turning my house upside 
down. What will you do later on?"—

The performance of the grouse is one 


frequently heard, bnt 
comparatively 


seldom seen, and for many years there 
were numerous conflicting theories 
concerning the means by which the 
drumming was produced. Some said 
that the sound was vocal, and others 
declared tbat the grouse struck the log 
with its wings. 
Even today the pre- 


cise cause of the sound Is not known, 
for, although the bird has been closely 
watched, its wing movements' are so 
rapid that it is next to impossible to 
tell exactly what takes'place. 
This 


much, however, is known: During the 
performance, the grouse stands upon 
the leg or other perch and strikes the 
air in front of his body somewhat after 
the manner of an elated barnyard cock. 
The first few strokes are measured, bnt 
they become faster and faster until the 
individual thumps are lost, as In the 
rolling of a drum. Whether the sound 
is due entirely to-beating of .the air or 
whether it is increased by the striking 
together of the wing tips Is a question 
yet to be settled.—Hartford Times.

Condition of Winter Wheat. 


Despatches from correspondents of 


R. G. Dun 
Jfc Co. throughout the win- 


ter wheat belt promise an unusually 
satisfactory yield Conditions havj dis- 
tinctly improved since the earlier state- 
ment was prepared, especially as re- 
spects the Hessian fly, which threaten 
ed serious disaster in some sections a 
few weeks ago. The grain has ut" 
made sufficient progress to preclude 
any extensive losses through ravages 
of this peat, and there is little sign o1' 
other untoward influences 
In many 


states the acreage planted wasslightl 
smaller than last year's, but the better 
condition as a rule suggests an equally 
good yield. This includes allowanc 
for losses in Texas, where drought ne- 
cessitated replanting, and in many 
cases the final acreage was not more 
than half last year's. As the entirn 
yield of the state is a comparatively 
unimportant factor in the total winter 
wheat crop, its misfortunes will not 
materially affect the aggregate.
